1 . Claims 37-58 are allowed.

die pad surface extending between the first and second die pad surfaces: and a plurality of tabs 
integrally connected to the frame and extending toward the die p ad in spaced relation thereto, 
each of the tabs defining opposed, generally planar first and second tab surfaces and at least one 
peripheral tab side surface extending between the first and second tab surfaces .
